It is not ¢ontended that the suc 
cess of the herring fishery in che 
past two years disposes Of the allega- 
tions which have been made against 
the trawl ‘n .h‘s contection. It is clear 
however, that any damage which the 
trawler may have dome to the herring 
fsheries has not yet begun to make 
itself seriovsly felt.’ 

“It would be reasonable to sup- 
pose,” the report adds, “that years of 
exceptional abuauance in the fisaeries 
would also be years of moderate, if 
not low, prices. That, in short, fresh 
fish, admittedly a most valuable form 
of food. would find its way to the poor 
man's table. This expectation is far 
from being realized; the price of fish 
ir rising steadily and fresh fish con- 
tinues to be the luxury of comparative- 
ly few persons. 

Outside the fried fish shops com- 
paratively lictle fresh fish is consum- 
ed by persons c: small means in Great 
Britain.” 

In Canada the consumption o/ fish 
remains very small, though the coun- 
try possesses the finest fisheries of 
the world.—Mvatreal Star.

Preservation of Eggs 

Preserve only absolutely fresh 
eggs; stale eggs will not keep in any 
preservative. 

Have your preservative ready to 
receive the fresh eggs as you get 
them. 

If you are in doubt as to the fresh- 
ness of the eggs, candle them, or eee 
weather they sink when placed in a 
dish or clear water. If an egg sinks 
it is reasonably fresh. 

Do not preserve dirty eggs or eggs 
that have been washed. Washed 
eggs will not keep because the shell 
has been moistened; and dirdiy eggs 
will become tainted in flavor. 

Do not use the same liquid pre- 
servative more than one year. 

Infertile eggs are better than fer- 
tile eggs for preserving. 

Do not leave eggs in the preserva- 
tive longer than one year. 

Rinse the eggs with water, after 
removing tuem from the preserva- 
tive, 

Eggs that are in good condition 
when removed from water glass so- 
lution will usually remain good for 
two weeks. 

Water glass eggs are practically as 
good as fresh eggs for all cooxiay 
purposes. If it is desired to boil 
them, prick a small hole through the 
large end of the shell before placing 
them in the water. The pores of «he 
shell have been sealed. by the water 
glass solution, aud without the pin- 
hole the expanding air within the 
shell would burst it.

PULPWOOD CONSUMPTION 


An Increase of Over Twenty-Elght 
Per Cent. in the Quantity of Pulp- 
wood Used by Canadian Mills 
In 1913 
The annual statistics on the pulp in- 
dustry in Canada are given in a bulle- 
tin to be issued shortly by the fores- 
try branch of the interior depart- 
ment. A total of 48 firms operating 
65 pulp-mills in Canada in 1913 re- 
ported the consumption of over a mil- 
lion cords of pulpwood. This is an in- 
crease of 28.1 per cent. over the fig- 
ures for 1912 and shows clearly the 


pulp and paper industry in Canada. 
Over eight hundred thousand tons 
of pulp were manufactured, cf which 
ground-wood or mechanical pulp 
formed over seventy per cent. . 

Quebec has always been the leading 
province in this industry and in 1913 
manufactured over half of the pulp 
produced. The industry in British 
Columbia is rapidly growing, this pro- 
vince having moved up from last 
place on the list in 1911 to third 
place in 1913. 

Spruce is still the most important 
wood used in the industry although 
balsam fir in the east and hemlock in 
British Columbia are being used in 
greater quantities each year as the 
supply of spruce available for this 
purpose becomes more difficult to ob- 
tain. One of the greatest drains on 
the spruce supply is caused by the 
export of-unmunufactured pulpwood 
to the United States, 

During 1913 a total of 1,035,030 
cords of unmanufactured pulpwood 
were exported from Canada. This 
wdod might have been manufactured 
into pulp in Canada and would have 
been 
the av size: o? those» operating 
in Canada at the present time. . 

Restrictive ‘egislation in most of 
the Canadian provinces has checked 
this export of raw material and the 
proportion of wood so exported is de- 
creasing each year although it still 
represents almost half the total quant- 
ity of pulpwood produced.

The 
battel of Chillianwalla, which was 
fought on January 13, 1849, was the 
engagement which marked the turn 
ing point in the second Sikh war and 
led.-to the annexation of the great 
Punjab territory. The 24th Foct, now 
the South Wales Borderers, bore the 
brunt of the fighting, taking the 
bayonet and capturing 20 gurs. Gen- 
eral de Berry, like all the members 
of the regiment, showed extraord:.- 
ary courage and wes mentioned in 
despatches. 


A Queer Anomaly

PLENTY OF FREE LAND CAN Bf 
SECURED if THE THREE 
f PRAIRIE PROVINCES 


Over Twenty-Seven Million Acres, of 


One Hundred and Seventy-Four 
Thousand Homeeteads Can be 
Taken up In the Prairie West. 

In view of the fact that for some 
years the free homesteads of the Can- 
adian West Lave been taken up 
annually by thousands, it may be a 
surprise to know that there are still 
in the throe provinces of Manitova, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, 174,708 
free grants for homestead entry, ap- 
proximately 27,952,960 acres, apart 
frcm that now held as timber limits, 

While Manitoba was the first set 
tled province, and it has generally 
been understood thai little desirable 
land was left, the new comers of re 
cent years have directed their atten 
tion largely to Saskatchewan and Ak 
berta, with the result that vast areas 
in these two provinces have been ob 
‘ained. It is a fact, however, thag 
there are in Manitoba thousands af 
acres of good land still open, although 
last year in the Cak Point district 
there was a big influx of settlers. 

A computation of the free grant 
lands just made shows that there re 
mains in Manitoba more than 25,00@ 
homesteads and many of them of the 
very finest lands in the Dominion 
and some within 60 miles of Winnt 


peg. 

Generally the homesteads >emain 
ing are of the kind called the poor 
man’s homestead Many of them 
have been ijeft because the settlers 
were anxious for the prairie land, 
where they could immediately com- 
tmence breaking and sowing. The 
homesteads now available for the 
most part have sufficient timber te 
supply building material and fuel 
They are well watered and adapted 
for mixed farming, the kind of farm 
ing which is now receiving more at 
tention every yeur. 

Out of the total of 174,706 home 
steads, 142,262 are tributary to the 
Canadian Northern Railway. Roughly 
speaking they follow the main line 
west of the railway about four, towm 
ships in width and anything from one 
mile to thirty miles from the rai 
way. 

The main 'ine of the Canadian Nor 
thern west runs thrcugh a moze hea¥- 
ily timbered country than the other 
lines, dnd this i. one of the ieasons 
why there is such a large propcrtion 
adjacent to this roed. Another rea-om 
why much of cnis land has not been 
taken up before is that some of the 
districts were left because of the 
heavy “imber 

It is «stimated that when this land 
is taken up by the homesteaders the 
27,925,960 acres will bring the De 
minion government in fees of 6 cents 
an acre or a total of $1,747,060. and, 
estimating that eech homestead wil 
draw on an average a family of five 
people, the population of the west 
will be ‘nerease¢ by nearly a million.
